Bankrupt And Prosperous France 


EFORE the great war the world had had no chance to 


find out what happens in a modern industrial state 


when its currency rapidly and greatly depreciates und its 
government is unable by any means to make its income 
equal its outgo. In so far as economists discussed the sub- 
ject at all, they went on the tacit theory that general pros- 
perity would be incompatible with such a condition./ 


That they were wrong is strikingly revealed in the 


news of the day. 
The French government may fairly be 


said to be insolvent, since its revenues are only about one- 
half of its expenditures, and it has been unable to reduce 
the latter more than about 2V-. per cent, a year. The 
publicjlebt has increased 1.000 per cent, since 1913, and of 
this increase nearly one-half has come since the end of the 
war, in the form of yearly borrowings to meet the budge- 
tary deficit, which this year reaches the appalling sum of 
22,000,000,000 francs. 
These annual deficits France 


hopes to recover from German reparations; yet of Ger- 
many it must be said, without considering either her moral 
obligation or her present intentions, that she is certainly 
less able to pay than France herself and must continue so 
lor a number of years. 


The state of French public finance could hardly be 


more gloomy; yet, when we turn to private industry, an 
altogether different view greets our. eyes. In a single year 
her unfavorable trade balance was reduced by more than 
90 percent. — from 23,000,000,000 francs to not finite 
2,000,000,000; during most of the first six months of L922 
there was an actual excess of exports. Unemployment was 
cut from 63,000 to 4,500 persons in only eighteen months. 
The production of pig iron, steel and coal (aided, of course. 
by the treaty terms) is back to the pre-war 
standard. 


Since 1919 the French farmers have nearly doubled their 
wheat crop. The amount of rye has increased more than 
half, barley by three-fifths, oats by one-half. None of 
these agricultural products is back to the 1913 level except 
wheat, but in nearly every important item the French pro- 
duction is markedly higher than that in Germany. 


In short, the French farmer, laborer, and business man 


are doing very well, while their government plunges deep- 
er and deeper into the morass. To MI extent it might al- 
most be said that they are doing well at the expense of that 
government, since it is a recognized fact that French taxes 
are very much lower than those levied in England and Ger- 
many, and are collected only with great difficulty. 
Busi- 


ness goes on in spite of politicians, whose chief function 
sometimes seems to be to ride on the shoulders of the har- 
assed folk who do the work of the world and keep those 
politicians alive, clothed, and fed. 


When we talk of the impending collapse of Europe we 


ought to add a foot-note saying whether we mean that 1he 
premiers are spending money they don't possess and can't 
get, or that the farmers have stopped planting their fields. 
While economic life can be gravely affected by unwise 
fiscal policies, by tariffs and taxes, the example of France 
proves that a catastrophe in the treasury may be only an 
aamoylng inconvenience to factory and farm.
